Sept. 25.—A letter 
from D. McSweeuey, the man imprison- 
ed by the English authorities and who 
WUB confined iu English prisons for four- 
teen months without the existence of a 
charge against him and who -appealed in 
vain to Minister Lowell and Secretary of 
State James G. Blaiue, for protection, 
appears iu the JSxaminvr. In this letter 
he reiterates all former statements in re- 
gard to the mutter; gives proof of his 
naturalization November 5, I860; that 
he went to Europe by the advice of his 
pbyBiciora; that he violated no law, but 
was arrested and imprisoned; that he ap- 
pealed to Mr. Lowell, to whom he fur- 
nished proof'uf his citizenship,' and also 
to Mr. Blaine in vain for protection, as 
did ulflo his wife. He says: 


"The general impression in this coun- 


try is that the British government would 
not have dared to condemn and sentence 
American citizens without trial to eigh- 
teen months' imprisonment, had they 
not had an uudentaudiug with Messrs. 
Blaine and Lowell before hand. 
The 


fact of their refusal to intervene on be- 
half of a native born American citizen, 
proves that this impression iv not alto- 
gether groundless. A young man named 
Gannon was impriftoneu iu this country 
under Buckshot Forster's 'protection to 
person and property act/ He also ap- 
pealed to the great American minister 
for protection. His appeal was Accom- 
panied by an affidavit subscribed by hia 
mother, giving tho day and data of her 
son's birth, the town in New England iu 
which he was born, and the name of the 
clergyman by whom he was baptized. 
But tbis did Hot appear to satisfy the re- 
publican ambassador. 
He affected to 


discredit Mrs. Gannon's statement, made 
under oath. He declared that he'had 
been led to believe on information fur- 
nished by the Irish police that Gannon 
appeared to be too young to be of the 
age his mother represented him, and 
therefore he 'did not think it proper to 
interfere.' 


'•In conclusion 1 beg to say a word to 


my fellow, citizens in the United States 
of America. I am a bona fide citizen of 
the United States. 
I committed uo act, 


either at home or abroad, by which I for- 
feittkl my right to claim the protection 
of the nag of my adopted country. I 
cume to this country on a lawful errand. 
I wns condemned and sentenced to eigh- 
teen months imprisonment without any 
Form of trial. I was confined for four- 
teen mouths and ten days in a British 
dungeon. I was looked up in a cell, 6x12, 
eighteen hours daily during that period. 
I committed no crime known to the laws 
of this country. I was charged with 
none. I appealed to J. G. Bluine, secre- 
tary of state, for the United States to 
protect mo. My wife appealed to him 
on my behalf. He treated our appeals 
with cold indifference; he did not conde- 
scend even to reply. ,This was Mr. 
Blame's "vigorous foreign policy" when 
lie was in a position to demand and pro- 
cure the release of the American "sus- 
pects" imprisoned in this.country. Under 
these circumstances I would ask the 
freemen of our great, glorious and free 
republic, will they trust the mau who 
suffered the spotless emblem of liberty. 
the stnrs and stripea, to bo disgraced and 
trampled on by Queen Victoria's hire- 
lings?
